Empire, which has rendered her most powerful 


.J at Constantinople. The orieutal journeys of 


the Emperor William were followed by a crowd 
of students, merchants, and capitalists, who in- 
undated the Ewpire. German’ officers te- 
Organised the army ; the firm of Krupp fur- 
nished cannon ; and thanks to the advantage 
of position, German capital has been employed 
in the most lucrative undertakings. Finally, 
the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, after making

Du Pré Thornton’s Arabic books of the clas- 
sical language, edited by Mr, Reynold A. 
Nicholson, of which the work row under 
review is the second volume. While the first 
part dealt with the\grammar, which is an 
abridgement of Wright’s famous work, the 
author gives in the present volume the original 
Arabic text of suratw'l fatiha, the first chapter 
of the Coran;’as well as many verses of 
suratu'l a'rdf and the whole of saratu'l 
tagdbun, all of which are printed in very clear 
type with all the correct vowels, to give the 
reader a fair ngtim of the style and contents 
of the Coran, fgllowed by four stories of Arab 
warrioré and sobte ‘historical extracts relating 
to the Prophet Mohamed, such as the 
taking of Medea and the death of the 
Prophet, and Yarious other extracts, but 
in smaller ty, pnd with less vowels 
than the suras, alapf which. are most excellent 
exercises for the student of Arabic, and the 
book ends, or rather begins on the left side, 
with a grammatical analysis of the Arabic 
text of the euras which ure extremely helpful, 
In this. part the author gives in several 
columns the transliteration, meaning, gram- 
matical analysis, Arabic names of some ofthe 
expressions, the numbers of the. sections of 
Mr. Thornton’s grammar and the roots of 
almost all. the Arabic words The book also 
contains a glossary (placed between the Arabic 
part and the grammati-al analysis) to the non- 
Coranie passages, of great useto the reader as 
the English translation of this part of the book 
is not given, One fault, however, we find with 
the analysis, It does not give the translitera- 
tion, etc., of all the text, but leaves out words 
and terminations which the author evidently 
considers too well understood to require expla- 
nation, while in our opinion it would have 
made that part more complete to have given 
the whole text: The size of the book is very 
convenient and we strongly recommend it to 
all those who wish to study that. beautiful and
